No. ITO-rrCIPNl/ST.—Attention is invited to the Mini.stry of Commerce Public 
Notice No- 143-ITC(PN)/67, dated 7th October, 19B7, wherein interim policy lor 
Import of “Dates” from Iraq by the established Importer* durinf October, 1967— 
September, 1968 period was announced- 

2. It has now been decided to ffrant additional licences for Import of “Dates” 
from Iraq to the established importers, having past import of “Dates" from that 
country by Sailing vessels/Steamers etc., within the prescribed basic years on 
annual basis. 

3. The basic period for all established Importers of “Dates’’ from Iraq will 
be from 1961-62 to 196,6-66, as already announced In paragraph 2 of the aforesaid 
Public Notice. However, established importers, having past imports of “Dates” 
from Iraq by Sailing vessels/Steamers etc-, within the previous basic period 
(I.e. 19.66-57 to 1961-62) will be entitled to apply for licences under this policy 
on the basts of their accepted past imports. If they so desire- 
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4. The established tmporters may submit their applications to the Joint Chief 
ControllGr of Imports and Exports, Bombay/Calcutta/Madras/CGntral Licensing 
Area, New Delhi/Dy^ Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, Ernalculaim 
(according to the lurisdictlon under which they fall), on or before the 12 th 
December, 1M7. They should submit the necessary documentary evidence in 
respect of past imports of the said item from Iraq withtn the prescribed basic 
years. 


5 Licences issued in terms of the above paragraphs will be valid for import 
up to 60 per cent by Sailing vessels and the balance by steamers etc. 

6 It has also been decided, that the importers who are eligible In terms of 
Annexure to this Public Notice will also be granted licences on ad hoc basis for 
Import of “Dates” from Iraq. They may submit their applications for Import 
of “Dates” from Iraq for October, 1967—September, 1900 period to Joint Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, (Central Licensing Area), New Delhi, on or 
before 12th December, 1967 In the usual form and manner complete in all respects- 
Licences issued in terms of this paragraph will be valid for import up to 60 per 
cent by Sailing vcs.scls and the balance by steamers etc. 

7. All incomplete applications are liable to be rejected. 

8. It may be noted that no double benefit will bo given and the applicants 
should submit one application only either In terms of paragraph 2 to 4 or in 
terms of paragraph 6 above. 

9. The licences issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid up to 30th 
June, 1908 from the date of issue and no further extension In the validity period 
of the licences will be permitted 

10- It may also he noted that for grant of minimum value of licences, the 
provision contained in paragraph 6 of Public Notice No. 143TTC(PN)/67, dated 
7th October, 1967 will apply.
